Cittadel of Xing/tone upon #ul, Chief Juſtice in Eyre, of all his Majefties 
Forrefts, Chaces, Parks and Warrens on the South-tide of the River of 
Trent. Lord General of all his Majefties Land-forces, Captain of his Ma- 
xfties Life-Guards of "Horſe, Chancellor of the Univerlity of Cambridge, 
Mafter of the Horſe to his Majeſty, one of the Lords of his Majeftics 
moſt Honourable Privy-Council, and Knjght-of the moſt noble Oder of 
the Garter. All which Places he diſcharged with ſo much Honour and 
Fidelity, that the moſt inveterare and- implacable of his Enemies not- 
withſtanding all their noiſe and clamour Hyun him, were not able to pro- 
duce one fingle inſtance wherein he ated otherwiſe. Beſides his honour 
at home, he had likewiſe been highly honoured abroad, by having the 
Honour to command an Army in Flanders as Lieutenant-General under 
the French King, whoſe continual ſucceſs and numerous Vittories: in Flar- 
ders may be chictly attributed to the Conduet and Valour of the, Great 
Monmouth.

him, which he did accordingly, commending to her Majeſty one Mrs. AMilcs 
a Gentlewoman that belonged likewiſe to her Majeſty. 

The Beauty and Make of his Perſon, and the Majeſty of his Port and Cer 
riage, even whilft an Infanr, plainly diſ:over'd the Greatneſs of his Birth 
and the Jargeneſs of his Soul, and every ſucceeding Year of his Childhoo/ 
and afforded new Prom\fes and Hopes that he would prove an TMuftr.oug 
Branch of growing Honour ; making an Early Diſcovery even at that tender 
Age, not only of a Great and Princely Spirit. but alſo of an extraordinary 
Goodneſs and Sweetneſs of Nature, ſeeming to have that even and well-biafſed 
Temper of Mind radicated in his very Nature, which other Men with extra 
erdinary Induſtry and help of Philoſophy and Religion hardly acquire, whe 
arrived at Years of Maturity. 

Nor w2re his Inclinations to Ve;rtu- more admirable than the defire he hi 
tolearn uſeful and ſolid Arts, his Genius rendring the Study and Exerci'e 
thereof, far more acceptable to him, rhan the Vanity of the moſt exquiſire 
Divert:lcments. Wherefore when he was about 8 or 9 Years of Age, he wa 
taken from Goff, and committed to the Care of Mr. Roſs, a Gentleman, wh 
after His Majeſty's Reftauration, went Secretary to the Honourable Henry 
Coventry Eſquire, ( in his Embaſſy to Sweden } and ſent to Fulen, a Place a- 
bout 7 Leagues from Paris, there to be accommodated with Learning, and 
ficted for thoſe great Employments which God and Nature as well as His Ma- 
jeſty had defigned him for, in the turure part of his Life. He went there by 
the Name of Mr. Crofts 

Soon after His Majeſty's happy Reſtauration. he commanded Mr. Roſs to 
enrn away all his former Servants, and entertain new ones more ſuitable to 
his Quality ; and to demonſtrate his Paternal Love, and to render his ewn 
Happineſs the more compleat, ordered him to be brought to Court, that fo he 
might always have him in his Royal Preſence ; whereupon he was provided 
with Gentlemen and Pages to wait on him, together with a rich Coach and 

Cftatcly Horſes, a Coach-man, Poftillion, Groom, and Foot-men in good Li- 
vycies, wherewith he ſet forward towards Englend. 

A'oit Fuy, 1652. he came to Calis, where he imbarked for Exglmnd; he 
Landed at Dover from whence he came by Land to /ondon, and not finding his 
Majefty there, he preſently repaired to Hampron-Court, where His Mrjcfty 
then reſid.d, by whom he was received and imbraced with all the Demonftra- 
tions of Joy imaginable ; and about the middle of Auguſt, he came with the 
Court to Whire- Hall, where His MajefRty was plaaſed to appoint him his Lodg- 
ings in the Privy Gallery. . 

Soon after His Majefty was plcaſed to make him a Peer of chis Realm, by 
Creating him Duke of Arkeny, which Title was after changed for that of 
Monmvutb ; and the Cap and Robes being pr-fented ro him, in the enſuing

Death of King, Cbayles, having enter'd into a League with the Earl of Ar- 
gyle, putting great Confidence in his own Courage, and a vain Aſſurance of 
a Popular AﬀeQion an i AſhRtance, bore up himſelf againſt all prereftided Dif- 
ficulties, and with three (mall Ships, and between Threeſcore and Fourſcore 
Men, landed about the 12th of Fune at Lyme in the Weſt of England, while 
the Parliament was fitting : A Romantick kind of Invaſton, and icarce paral- 
led in Hiſtory; yet with this handful of Men, and afterward with the com- 
mon People that join'd him, without Arms, Provifions, Martial Diſcipline, 
Money, or any one place to retire to in caſe of Accidents, d14 this Brave un- 
fortunate Man bid fair for a Crown. He landed, as was ſaid before, at Lyme 
in Dorſerſhire, where he increas'd his Number to One hundred and Fifty, 
from thence he march'd to Taunton, where he was Proclaim*d King, and Men 
Bock'd to him, and Lifted under him as faſt, as if he had already been Mafter 
of the whole Country. Afﬀter ſtaying there a while, he marched in ſome 
kind of Order to Bridgwater, flill increafing his Numbers z from thence to 
Bath, where he was denied Eatrance, the Train'd-Bands ftill flying two Days 
March before him, by Order from the Court, to give prerence to the King 
to raiſe more Forces, At Philips Norton, by a Surprize or Ambuſh, he cut off 
rhe beft part of a Troop of Horſe, the Duke of Grafton narrowly eſcaping 
with his Life. With this Succeſs he marched within 2 Miles of Brif#ol, where 
a Conſult being held, he was adviſed not to enter that City, but to retreat 
back to Bridgwater 3 which was the firft thing that diſhearten'd his Party, 
and hinder'd many from jojning with him : Whereas if he had entred'Bri- 
#c}, where there was no Force to oppoſe him buc the Train'd-Baads, and the 
generality of them for him, not only in their Hearts, but in open Diſcourſes 
and drinking his Heelth, he might have furniſh'd himſelf with Men, Arms 
and Money, to have enabl'd him to march into Glouceſterſhire among the Clo- 
thiers, where great Numbers, and ſome of Quality, waited to join him, and 
by this means might ha.e kept up the War till he had ſhak'd King 7emes's 
Throne, if not overturn'd it. 

In_this time the King had*ſene an Army into the Weſt againſt Monmoueh, 
under the Command of the Earl of Feverſham as General, who incamp'd up- 
on Sedemore, not far from Bridgwater, where the Duke of Monmowth and his 
Party were Quarter'd ; and the Duke ſ:eing his Men daily Deſert in great 
Numbers, it was agreed to make one Puſh for all, and to that purpoſe ifſu'd 
cut of Bridgwater by Night ; hut his Guide miſtaking his way in the Dark, 
the Duke's [4 Fate lead him upon a Battallion of Dumbarton*s Regiment plac'd 


in his way z who encountering him, alarm'd King Fames's whole army, with 


whom engaging he was Kouted; or in all probability he had ſurpriz'd the 
King's Army in their Camp, and perhaps at that fingle Blow decided the Far- 
tune of England for once. Yet however, tho* he came too ſopn, before Mat- 
ters were Ripe, by King F4ames's ſetting up for the opem- Eſtabliſhment of 
Popery and Arbitrary Pozuer, yet he may be ſaid to have pav'd the Way for a 
Nobtler Change in the Throse, by leaving King Fames at Liberty through this 
ſucceſs, to at without Controul, which at length made him Abdicate the Go» 
yernment. Mozaqouth paid the Price of his Rebellion with his Blood, being 
on the 15th of Fuly, 1685. Beheaded on Tower-Hib, by yertue of an Atiaon- 
ger pals d upon Jam jo Parliament ſoon after his Landing.

HE Duke of Monmouth came from the Tower to the Scaffold, attended 

by the Biſhop of Zly, the Biſhop of Bath and Wells, Dr. Teniſon, and 

Dr. Hooper ; which four the King ſeat him, as his Aſſiſtants, to prepare him 
for Death : The Duke himſelf entreated all four of them to accompany him 
a the Place of Execution, and to cantinue with him to the laſt. The two Bi- 
ſhops going in the Licutenant's Coach with him to the Bars, made Seafonable 
and Devont Applications to tim all the way and one of them deſired him 
not to be ſurprized, if-they to the very laſt upon the Scaffold, renewed thoſe 
EO to a particular Repentance, which they had ſo often repeated 

etore. 

At his firft coming upon the Scaffold, he looked for the Executionel z and 
1ceing him, aid, Is this the Man to do thc Buſineſs ?

Mrs. Graunt's Speech, written the Day before her Sufferings.

toſlow him 3 and therefore let none think hard, or be diſcouraged at what hath happened 
unto me; for he doth nothing without Canſe, in all he hath done to us, he being ny 112 all 
his Ways, and righteous in ali his Works ; and tis but iy Lot in common with poor deſolate 
Sion at this Day. Neither do 1 find in my Heart the leaſt Regret tor what 1 have done in 
the Service ot my Lord and Malter Jeſus Chriſt, in taccouring aud lecuring, any ot his poor 
Sufferers, that have ſhewed Favgur jo his righteous Cauſe ; Which Cauſe, though now jt be 
fallen and rrampled upen, as it it had not been anointed, yet it ſhall revive, and Got will 


plead it at another Rate than evgr he hath done yet, and reckou with all its Oppolers _ 
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malicious Haters; and therefore let all that love and fear him, not omic the leaſt Duty that 
eomes to Hand, or hies betore them, knowing that now it hath need of thein, and expects 
they thall ſerve him.

13. Afflitions are net oply toretold, but promiſed ro Chriſti.ns ; and are not on!y tolerable, 
but deſirable. We ought te have a deep Reverence and Fear of God's Viſpleaſurez but 
withal, a Hope and Dependance on him for a blefied Ine, in Comphance with his Will; for 
God cha!tens Fs own, to refine them, and not to cum them, whatever the World may thiak, 
Heb.

2.23. and 1 Fer, 16, to 20, We are neither to deſpiſe 
our Aflictions, nor to taint vnder 1hem 3 both ace Fxrreams, We are not to ſuffer our Spirits 
to be exalperated againſt the. Inſtruments ot our trouble; tor the ſame Afﬀiition may be an 
Effect ot their Paſſion, and yet lent to God to puniſh us for eur Sin ; Though ?tis a Comfort 
when we may lay to them with David, Pſal. «g. 3. Not for my Tranſgreffio', no! for my Sim, 
O Lord, Nor are we, by fraudulent, putillanimous Compiiances ig wicked Courles, to bring 
Sin upon our ſelves: Faint Hearts are ordinary talke Hearts; chuſing Sin rather than Suffer» 
ings, aud a ſhort Lite with eternal Death, betore temporal Death and a Crawn of Glory . Such 
ſeckirg to ſave a little, loſes all; and God readily hardens them to proceed to their own De= 
fruttion.

The next Place was Lyme, where many oft Note died, particularly Col. Holmes, who was the 
fir't ot thole thera exccuiced, near the lame place where they landed, whea chey came avShuar 
with the Duke of Monnuuth, being brought to the Place after tome Difficulty; for the Rories 
that were kicit put into the Sledge wauld not thr, which abliged tholt concerned to get others, 
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which they did from the Ceach-man, who had that Moray brought them toTown ; when they 
were put iato the Sledge, they broke it in pieces, which cavuled the Priſoners to go on Foot to the 
place of Execution ; where being come, as I told you before, the Colonel began thus at the 
Foot of the Ladder ; He ſat down with an Aſpett altogether void of Fear , but on the contrary 
with a kind of fmiuli untenance, ſo began to ſpeak to the Spefators to this purpoſe. That he 
would give them an Account ot his firſt Undertaking in the Deſign , which was long before 1n 
London ; tor there he agreed to ftand by, and afhit the Luke of Monmouth, when Opportunity 
oftered ;, in order to which, he went to Holland with him, and there continued until chis Expedi- 
rion, in which God had thought fit to fruſtrate his and other good Mens Expectations: He be-

He 
witha fmilng Couatenance anſwered, I am ſorry you do not yet underſtand the Difference b:tween 
ſpeaking and praying. Aud having cr,ded his Diſcourſe, he then prepared himielt by prayer tor 
his Diffolucion, which was very devout and pions tor halt an hour.

certain'd hefore any Application could be made : Divers Lifts being ſent up, 
an4 the Rewards aſcertained, which amongft many of them put rogether, 
did amount to confiilerable ; ſo that it was now who could find a Friend to re- 
hieve his diftrefſed Relations, which were forced to wander up and down in 
Caves and Deſarts for fear of being taken :; But this Misfortune attended the 
Agents, that unleſs my Lord Chancellour were uſed , by his Creatures, that 
were allowed by him ſo to do 3 other Applications commonly met with Diſ- 
appointments, which: cauſed an Emulation among, the great Men ; one ſuppo- 
ſing to have deſerred the King's Ear as well as the other, which cauſed other 
Meaſures to de taken, though ſome were wheedled out of their Money. At 


aft came out a General Pardon, with Exceptiens, very few, if any of thoſe 
| thas 
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that were ſollicited for, not being, excepted, were of Courſe pardoned; but 
however, divers Sums of Money having been paid, no Reftitution to be had, 
for from Hell is no Redemption. A Weſtern Gentleman's Purchaſe came to fif- 
tcen or ſixteen hundred Guineas, which my Lord Chance! had. Amongſt 
the Exceptions were a Parcel of Tqwnton Girls, ſome of which were Children 
of eight or ten Years old ; however ſomething was to be made of them, if 
theſe Ladies were judged guilty of Treaſon, for preſenting the Duke of Mon- 
mouth with Colours, &c. and for to preſerve theſe from Trial, they were 
given to Maids of Honour to make up their Chriftmes- Box ; ſo that an Agent 
of theirs was ſent down into the Country to compound with their Parents, to 
preſerve them from what might after follow, if taken ; ſo that ſome, accord- 
ing to Ability, gave 1001. others 50 /. all which however did not anſwer the 
Ladies firſt Expettations ; yet it did latisfie , and they were accordingly par- 
doned. Thus we have given you an Account of what hath happened on this 
Occaſion, heing in every Point Truth : We might have farther enlarged, but 
that would have ſpoiled the Deſign, and ſwoln our Pocket-Companiun to a 
Volume too big. 

We ſhall therefore next proceed to give youa true and exat Lift of all them 
that were condemned, and ſuffered in the Weſt, in the Year 1685. under the 
Sentence of my Lord Chief Juſtice F-frezs, with the Names of the Towns 
where every Man was executed.
